WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—J0hn 
D. Rockefeller Jr. told the Benate 
Teapot Dome Committee today that 
the entire business structure of the 
country was under suspicion, large-- 
ly as a result of the oil conspiracy 
and the efforts of oil magnates to 
avoid telling what they knew 
about it. He declared himself 
whole-heartedly in sympathy with 
the Senate’s efforts to get the facts, 
because, he said, “only by bringing 
all the facts to light can this sus- 
picion be dispelled.” 

Explaining that the Rockefeller 
family was a minority stockhoider 
in the Standard of Indiana, he as- 
serted that he had done everything 
in his power to persuade Mobert 


W. Stewart, the chairman of the 
ij board of that company, to give the 
committee the facts and reiterared 
his statement, already made in let- 
ters to Senatcr Walsh, that he was 
“bitterly disappointed” by #tew- 
art’s refusal to testify. 

Veiled Threat to Oust Stewart. 

He accompanied this statement 
with the thinig veiled th 
he intended to use all his influence 
to have Stewart ousted from the 
management of the company,

WASHINGTON, Feb. i11.—The 
Navy Department has been told in 
reports from Nicaragua that Gen. 
Augustino Sandino is in flight to 


Honduras. 

A message from officers in Nic- 
aragua received today and given 
to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee by Secretary Wilbur, 
declared that Sandino was prac- 
tically out of ammunition and “in- 
sofar as Nicaragua is concerned he 
is finished and is simply trying to 
escape.” 

“The indication is, from latest 
reports,”’ the message read, “that 
Sandino inten&s to reach the 
northern coast of Honduras. He 
was reported to be at La Purta in 
the mountains northeast of Jalapa 
on Feb. 4. There is ample evidence 
that all the rifles that Sandino has 
were procured in Nicaragua from 
i men who failed to turn them in.

BUILDINGS TO BE PERMITTED

Building Commissioner Christo- 
pher has issued a regulation per- 
mitting the use of concrete and 
cinder blocks in buildings not 
more than two and a half stories 
high and in walis not less than 12 
inches thick, on condition the 
blocks be submitted to the city for 
tests as to strength and water re- 
sistance.

“I want no profits derived from 
a compromise with what is right,” 
Rockefeller declared. “I think 
business can be conducted on 
sound, honest and high grounds. 
As a stockholder, I am prepared to 
withdraw my support from any 
management in whose honor and 
honesty I can no. longer believe.” 
He disclosed he had more than 
ence urged Stewart to tell the com- 
mittee all he knew about the mal- 
odorous deal out of which came 
the profits with part of which Sec- 
retary of the Interior Albert RB.

At the very outset the candidate 
for a “career” is confronted by the 
fact that the teacher has much 
less chance than the nurse of sat- 
_isfying her individual ideal. Theo- 
retically there is no more lofty or 
romantic work in life than that o¢ 
helping to train the next genera- 
tion, but the fact remains that the 
teaching profession still suffers 
considerably from the stigma of its 
past inefficiency. There is romance 
in Florence Nightingale with her 
lamp, but there is none in the 
desiccated scholar with his birch. 
The tradition that a teacher is one 
whose business it is to make chil- 
dren miserable dies very slowly, 
and a woman in this position is 
worse off even than a man. 

Nevertheless, teaching can we!! 
be a satisfying outlet for a woman's 
energies, since at its best it makes 
a strong appeal to the maternal in- 
stinct and also gives plenty of 
scope for original mental work. 
However, the opportunities which 
it affords for a misuse of powerare 
much greater than those of nurs- 
ing. Whereas only the heads of the 
nursing profession can do much 
harm, every teacher has the op- 
portunity to misdirect his or her 
unconscious love of domination. 
Tyranny and petty cruelty to sub- 
ordinates is the worst feature of 
_the teaching profession.
